CONFERENCE ADJUSTS 
INCOME TAXES RATE. 


SENATE PLAN ADOPTED BY 
MOUSE MEMBERS IN REVIs- 
ING REVENUE BILL. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Corpora- 
tions will pay income taxes of 12 
per cent. on 1918 earnings and 10 
per cent. instead of 8 per cont. there- 
after, under agreements reached 
late today by Senate and House con- 
ferees on the War Revenue Bill. 

The cunfereees adopted the 
per cent. rate for 1919 collection, as 
proposed in the bill as it passed the 
Senate, the House managers agree- 
ing to elimination of the House pro- 
vision levying an additional 6 per 
cent on undistributed dividends of 
corporations. 

in revising the corporation income 
tax affegting earnings of 1919 and 
subsequent years, which the Sen- 
ate had fixed at 8 per cent., the 
Senate and House managers reached 
a compromise making the rate 10 
per cent. instead of 8 per cent. 

It is estimated that under the new 
rates the corporation tax will yield 
about $750,000,000 this year and 
$600,000,000 annually thereafter, as 
against about $894,000,000 estimated 
for the original House rates. 

The conferees also adopted, sub- 
stantially, Senate provisions allowing 
deductions, in calculating corpora- 
tions’ income taxes, of dividends re- 
ceived from other corporations. They 
also approved Senate provisions 
exempting so-called personal serv- 
lee corporations from the corpora- 
tion tax rates, but added an amend- 
ment to deny such exceptions to 
these corporations where 50 per cent. 
or more of income is derived from 
profits or in commissions on govern- 
ment contracts. 

The Senate plan of providing pay- 
ment of income taxes tn four install- 
ments, instead of three as proposed 
by the House bill, also was approved. 

In revising the individual |! o 
tax sections, the conferees adopted 
the House provision requiring iIn- 
dividuals with net income of $1000 
or more to file returns, striking out 
fhe Senate amendment requiring re- 
turns if gross income is $1000 or 
more,

AMERICA AS TUTOR. 


DR. JUDSON SAYS COUNTRY Is

great empire in the dim ages of the 
past, will be represented at the 
Peace Conference by its Foreign 
Minister, bearing the romantic orl- 
ental title of “the shadow of the 


king.” and a suite. 

‘They will ask, frat, for complete 
independence of Persia, to be ergan- 
ized the conference, and, sec- 
ond, that the other powers agree 
to the creation of a staff of Amer- 
lean officials, who,*under the head- 
ship of Persian chiefs, shall work 
out the Industrial, agriculturai, sant!- 
tary and educational salvation of 
the country. 

The Persians gre convinced of the 
disinterestedness and efficiency of 
American men and methods, and 
believe that only under American 
guidance can Persia take its true 
place among the nations. 

That ise the message which the 
Committee en Relief in the Near 
Fast brings out of its journey of 
months through all parte of Persia. 
1t ie headed by President Marry 
Pratt Judson of the University of 
Chicago. 

“The Persians are relieved at last 
of the centur,-old menace of Rus- 
slan aggression,” said Dr. Judson. 
“The becter-educated and more am- 
bitlous Persians, most of whom 
speak French, know the faults and 
weaknesses of thelr present govern- 
ment, and are anxious to have 
them corrected. 

“Most of Persia is a highland arid 
Plain and crops can be growp only 
through irrigation. There is a great 
need of the construction of new and 
larger irrigation so that larger 
areas of the land may be hrought 
under cultivation. This year's crop 
le much better than those of the 
two previous years, and there seems 
to be sufficient. food in the country 
if one has plenty of money. 

“The Persians are a quick-witted 
and attractive people of the same 
racial stock as ourselves. They are 
Mohammedang by religicn. 

“The mineral resources of the 
country are believed to be large, but 
they have been scarcely scratched. 
“In the whole of the country. 
which is twice as large as France, 
there are only Offty miles of rall- 
road. One of the chief difficulties 
of the present situation ile this lach 
of transportation. It is almost im- 
possible to distribute food from one 
province to another on came! and 
donkey back over the high moun- 
tains, many of which are crossed by 
mere trails, 
“There are no reliable figures 
about the population of the coun- 
try. The best guess is 9,000,000 peo- 
ple when the war began. Of these 
it le estimated that more than 
1,000,000 have died of starvation 
and violence, chiefly in the parts 
of the country devastated the

While periodic attempts are made 
to compel an immediate decision as 
to the permanent solution of the so- 
called railway problem—though go 


see~it must be 
to the war itself no question 
so important tn its effect upon the 
earning power and prosperity of Ca- 
nedians as thie question of future 
government ownership of railways 
has ever faced us. It is too impor 
tant to be decided merely upon the 
view of extremists on elther side. 
It can only be properly determined 
by careful consideration on the parf 
of the people after having obteined 
some knowledge of the principles 
underlying efficient railroad service, 
the facts aa to the present efficiency 
of the roads and the probable—not 
fanciful — effect which any cerious 
change of policy must have upon 
that service and factdé. 

Many mistakes have been made 
in the paet, dre to the ambitions of . 
men or the ill-considered action of 
governments. No good purpose, so 
far as I can see, is sérved by dwell- 
ing on these mistakes now. They 
were sanctioned at the time by a 
majority of the people of Canada. 
They can now serve only as a warn- 
ing against other popular mistakes 
of even greater magnitude. An er- 
ror in the shaping of our railroad 
policy now—a policy which would 
be dificult to reverse—wonld carry 
with consequences mrch more 
disastrous to the country than those 
of our previous railway miscalcula- 
tions, for the reason that the sys 
tems involved are so much greater. 
It should be remembered. too, that 
mistakes in rallway policies have 
been made in other countries be- 
sides Canada. and that the oppor- 
tugity to observe the efforts, for ex- 
ample. of the United States, in at- 
tempting to correct thetr errors, is 
invaluable to us, the more so since 
this particular example of the Unit- 
ed States comes nearer to paraliel- 
ing Canadian conditions — though 
the parallel is far from perfect— 
than any other that could possibly 
be chosen. 


The desife of everyone is that 
Canada should bave today 4 railway 
system or systems so administered 
that the best service to the public 
will be obtained at the lowest rates 
consistent with fair wages, both for 
labor and capital. I say fair wages 
because without them efficiency, lov- 
alty and enterprise cannot be ob- 
tained, and without these things the 
quality of work which ensures ef- 
ficient operation and low rates 
cannot be secured. The question 
therefore is: Will government own- 
ership bring about this result? The 
question sounds simple. but fs in 
reality complex. Theoretically, 
much may be said in favor of gov- 
ernment ownership. Will those the- 
ories stand the test of practice? If 
these theories prove a failure initial. 
ly. But correct themselves, aa their 
exponents may urre. in course of 
time—how Ione a time can Cana- 
dian people afford to pay the losses 
on demoraliged railroad service? Do 
they wish to launch out on the ex- 
periment now?. Or wait until their 
near neighbors, the United States, 
bave worked out their experiment 
a little more satisfactorily? The 
cost of our t could not 
fall to be great, a cost certain to be 
collected directly or indirectly from 
the pockets of the Canadian people.
